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Toomey: 
Moore 


should 
drop out

WASHINGTON — Republi- 
can Sen. Pat Toomey urged Ala- 
bama Senate candidate Roy 
Moore on Sunday to drop out of 
the race, adding to the party’s 
growing disavowal of the con- 
troversial judge in a pivotal 
election following allegations 
that he initiated sexual contact 
with a 14-year old girl decades 
ago. 

Mr. Toomey said Mr. Moore’s 
explanations have been inade- 
quate so far in response to The 
Washington Post report last 
week and that Republicans 
should consider current Sen. 
Luther Strange as a write-in 
candidate to run against Mr. 
Moore. 

“You know, this is a terrible 
situation, nearly 40-year-old al- 
legation, we’ll probably never 
know for sure exactly what hap- 
pened,” said Mr. Toomey, R-Pa. 
“But from my point of view, I 
think the accusations have 
more credibility than the de- 
nial. I think it would be best if 
Roy would just step aside.” 

Mr. Toomey did not rule out 
the possibility that Senate Re- 
publicans might work to unseat 
Mr. Moore if he wins the special 
election against Democrat Doug 
Jones on Dec. 12. 

Mr. Moore on Sunday re- 
sponded to the increased pres- 
sure by trying to raise money 
because of the sex claims.

A tiny township’s fight against oil and gas waste disposal 


‘No ts no ts no’

GRANT TOWNSHIP, Pa. — The 
natural gas wells in the cornfields 
and woods here are a fact of the 
landscape, more numerous than 
houses. Obvious markers of the 
business, like tanks and pump 
jacks, usually are painted green to 
make them less obtrusive. 

The Marjorie C. Yanity well is 


different — beginning with its 
color. Its visible stack of valves is 
bright red. 

The well’s purpose is being re- 
versed: instead of pulling fossil fu- 
els up from buried rock as it did for 
15 years, it will send liquid waste 
from other oil and gas wells down 
7,000 feet to fill the rock’s empty 
pores. 

This community of 740 people in 
Indiana County normally abides 


its wells — which have supplied 
residents royalty payments or free 
gas — but the prospect of hosting 
an underground waste reservoir 
has spurred a revolt. 

Grant’s citizens have filed ap- 
peals, enacted a ban, changed their 
form of local government and legal- 
ized nonviolent civil disobedience 
to try to stop it.

Earthquake kills more than 
140 at Iran-Iraq border

TEHRAN, Iran — A powerful 
earthquake shook the Iran-Iraq 
border late Sunday, killing more 
than 140 people and injuring 860 
in the mountainous region of 
Tran alone, state media there said. 

The death toll is expected to 
rise as a ministry spokesman 
said rescue efforts in the mainly 
Kurdish region could only begin 
properly after sunrise. 

The Baghdad government did 
not immediately give word on 
damage or casualties in that 


country. 

The 7.3-magnitude quake was 
centered 19 miles outside the 
eastern Iraqi city of Halabja, ac- 
cording to the most recent mea- 
surements from the U.S. Geolog- 
ical Survey. It struck at a depth 
of 14.4 miles, a shallow depth 
that can have broader damage. 
Magnitude 7 earthquakes on 
their own are capable of wide- 
spread, heavy damage. 

The quake was felt as far west 
as the Mediterranean coast. Its 
worst damage appeared to be in 
Iran’s western Kermanshah

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Foreign students 
still flocking 
to U.S., but in 
smaller numbers

A new men’s hockey team at 
Chatham University helped 
bring eight Canadians and a 
Swede to campus. 

It’s one more reason the pri- 
vate institution with 2,300 stu- 
dents owns a modest share of 
the international enrollment 
boom on America’s campuses, 
its 110 foreign students from 26 
countries making Chatham 
classrooms feel a bit more 
global and helping to fill seats. 

But recruiting those students 
is getting harder for reasons 
ranging from stiffer competi- 
tion overseas to harsh rhetoric 
in the United States about for- 
eigners, said Chris Musick, 
Chatham’s assistant vice presi- 
dent for international affairs. 
High-profile shootings around 
the nation haven’t helped, ei- 
ther. 

“People in other countries 
think every American has a 
gun,” he said. 

It’s why a new national re- 
port with some unsettling num- 
bers is likely to get a closer look 
from campus recruiters. 

Inasurvey released Monday, 
the Institute of International 
Education (IIE) finds that while 
foreign enrollment overall was 
up by just over 3 percent nation- 
ally to more than one million 
students, the number of new 
overseas students is down. It is

streamlined 


food assistance

More than a year after the 
state rolled out a vastly simpli- 
fied application process for 
some senior citizens applying 
for food assistance, more than 
350,000 older Pennsylvanians 
have used the streamlined tool. 

Pennsylvania’s Department 
of Human Services introduced 
the easier application in June of 
last year, changing the form 
from a 24-page document that 
covered multiple assistance 
programs to a more manage- 
able two-page application. 

The streamlined enrollment 
is available to people age 60 or 
older applying for the Supple- 
mental Nutrition Assistance 
Program, commonly called food 
stamps, who don’t have earned 
income from employment. Indi- 
viduals using this simplified
